At 6:00 PM, 2/23/67, Inspector ^J. R. MALLEY 
telephonically advised that Assistant to the 
Director DE LOACH hnd discussed this matter with 
and for the time being, they were going to confix^ 
review to the investigation of OSWALD in the New 
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Orleans area. It was therefore not necessary for Dal las to 
send in any communication. However, if in duscussing this 
matter with the Agents who worked on the case, there is any 
possible loopholes discovered, then New Orleans and the Bureai) 
should certainly be advised. Also, he stressed the fact that 
wc would accept any information voluntarily furnished, but unt^er 
no circumstances were we to make any inquiries regarding the j 
GARRISON fiasco. All Agents should be instri^ed U> make _no
